1,068,000 VETERANS HAVE 
APPLIED FOR CASH BONUS 


Roosevelt Gets Record of Feb. 3; 
Total of 3,900,000 Eligible to 
Receive Payments.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was informed to- 
day that 1,068,000 veterans had 
filed applications for cash payment 
of the bonus up to Feb. 8. Frank

that 3,900,000 were eligible to re- 
ceive the cash payments. 


LIQUIDATING OLD AAA 
CROP ADJUSTMENT PROGRAMS 


Checks to Farmers for Completing 
1935 Contracts Expected to 
Be Sent Next Week.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Moving 
rapidly toward liquidation of the 
old AAA crop adjustmentp rograms, 
AAA officials today said the first 
checks to farmers for completion 
of 1935 contracts should be in the 
mails early next week. Producer 
committees and AAA field em- 
ployes today began checking com- 
pliance with 1935 contracts to de- 
termine the final payments due. 
Checks to farmers are expected 
to total about $296,000,000, the 
amount of an appropriation includ- 
ed in the deficiency bill signed by 
President Roosevelt Tuesday. 


BOULDER DAM. POWER BY JUNE 


First Four Generators ‘Are Being 
Installed. ‘ 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes an- 
nounced today the Boulder dam 
and power house would be accepted 
from the contractor March 1, two 
years ahead of schedule. 

Six Companies, enc., the contrac- 
tor, and the Bureau of Reclamation 
entered a final agreement on pays 
ments, penalties and settlement of 
claims prior to fixing the date for 
termination of the contract. Ickes 
said the first battery of 82,500-kilo- 
volt ampere generators would be 
placed in operation in May or June. 
Four are being installed now, but 
the power house will not be fully 
equipped for several years. 


5 HURT IN CALIFORNIA TORNADO 


$100,000 Property Damage; Rain 
Falls in Torrents.

STATLER HEIRESS’ 
HUSBAND TAKES 
STAND IN SUIT 


Testifies She Never Spoke 
of Making Testament 
Leaving $500,000 For- 


tune to Him.

CARTHAGE, N. C., Feb. 13.—H. 
Bradley Davidson Jr. took the wit- 
ness stand today in the suit to break 
the will of his wife, Mrs. Elva Stat- 
ler Davidson, after Judge Don Phil- 
lips had denied a motion of his at- 
torneys for a directed verdict up- 
holding it. 

Uner the questioning of 


Fuller, member of his counsel, 
Davidson, who is the principal 
beneficiary of $560,000 under the 
will, gave an account of: his life 
since the World War in which he 
said he served as a captain. 

He ‘said he lost his Virginia farm 
during the war and told of various 
occupations he had followed in Bal- 
timore, Waukegan, Ill., Milwaukee, 
Wis., New York and Annapolis, Md. 
He was married before the war and 
was the father of three children. 
His wife sued for divorce after 
three years’ separation due to in- 
compatibility, he said. She has mar- 
ried again and lives in Berryville, 
Va.

How He Met Heiress. 


Davidson said he met Elva Statler 
in the late winter of 193 and saw 
her often until summer, and not 
again until the fall of 1934. 

“Did you court and marry her?” 
Fuller asked. “Yes,” he said, fol- 
lowing with an account of the 
honeymoon to Camden, S. C., and 
Augusta and Sea Island, Ga. 

Davidson told of his wife going 
north to take over certain trusts 
coming to her from the estate of 
her foster father, the late E. M. 
Statler, hotel magnate. 

It was just after receiving these 
trusts that she made a will Feb. 12, 
1935, naming davidson the principal 
beneficiary of her estate. Fifteen 
days later, Feb. 27, she was found 
dead of carbon monoxide poisoning 
in the garage of her Pinehurst 
home, a bride of less than two 
months. Her foster relatives are 
contesting the will. 

Davidson denied in reply to a 
question from Fuller that his wife 
told him of plans to make a will. 

“Did you ever talk to her about 
making a will?” Fuller asked. “No, 
never,” the witness replied. 

While Mrs. Davidson was in Bos- 
ton attending to the trusts and 
making a will, he gaid, he received 
one letter and four telegrams from 
her. At least once a day, he added, 
she telephoned him. 

The objectors closed their case 
after calling four minor witnesses. 
One of these, the Rev. T. A. Cheat- 
ham of Pinehurst, added to previous 
testimony that the young heiress 
appeared to bé depressed the night 
before she was found dead of car- 
bon monoxide gas in the garage of 
her home at Pinehurst last Feb. 
27, less ‘than two months after her 
marriage to Davidson. The witness 
said he saw Mrs. Davidson at a 
charity ball at the Pinehurst Coun- 
try Club and described her as 
“melancholy and depressed.” 

L. M&. Pate, manager of a riding 
stable at Pinehurst, testified that 
Mrs., Davidson went to the stable 
early the morning of Feb. 25 and 
arranged for a horse to be ready for 
her at 11 a. m. 

They conversed for a few minutes, 
he said, and she told him, “I have 
been having quite a bit of trouble. 
I have just got back from New 
York, but I expect to ride quite a 
bit more in the future.” 

The caveators contend that Da- 
vidson, with the aid of Barton 
Leach, Harvard law professor who 
drafted the will, coerced Mrs. Da- 
vidson into leaving her share of 
the E. M. Statler hotel millions to 
her husband. She was the adopted 
daughter of Statler. Contesting the 
will are Ellsworth Statler of En- 
gland, Mrs. Davidson’s foster broth- 
er; Mrs. Milton Statler of Tuc- 
son, Ariz., widow of another foster 
brother, as guardian of her daugh- 
ter, Joan Marie; and Miss Isabella 
Baer of Minneapolis, intimate 
friend of Mrs. Davidson and exec- 
utrix of an earlier will. 


Physician’s Deposition. 

After bringing into the hearing 
the mysterious circumstances of 
Mrs. Davidson’s death counsel for 
the foster relatives offered testi- 
mony yesterday designed to show 
that she was more than ordinarily 
susceptible to influence.

WOMAN ACCUSED 
OF PALMING OFF 
DOLL AS HER BABY 


Mrs. Bannister Held for 
Trial in New Brunswick 
for Kidnaping Infant to 
Show as Her Own. 


SONS CHARGED WITH 
KILLING ITS-FATHER 


Daughter Says She Helped 
in Abduction as Mother 
Had Given Out She Was 
About to Have Child.

MONCTON, N. B., Feb. 13.—Mrs. 


May Bannister, who was described 


by Crown Counsel as masquerading 
as a mother with a life-sized doll 
instead of a child, was ordered to- 


day to stand trial on_ the first 
charge of kidnaping in the history 
of New Brunswick. 

The prosecution alleged that Mrs. 
Bannister used the doll as part of 
a plan to “place under moral obli- 
gation two of her male friends.” 

Magistrate W. F. Lane ordered 
Mrs. Bannister to appear for trial 
at the coming session of the Crim- 
inal Assize Court, which also will 
try her two sons on a charge of 
murdering the father of a baby 
Mrs. Bannister is accused of kid- 
naping. 

Murray Lambert, attorney for the 
defense, said that at present he 
would call no witnesses to discount 
the crown’s allegations that Mrs. 
Bannister held in her cottage a six- 
month-old child. 

Daughter Tells of Abduction. 

The child was the daughter of 
Philip Lake, a bush squatter, who 
wa sshot Jan. 5, and left to die in 
his burning cabin while his common 
law wife, Mrs. Marshall Ring, and 
their elder child, froze to death in 
a snowdrift. 

Frances, 15-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Bannister, told the Court she 
and her two brothers had carried 
away the Lake baby the night of 
the tragedy, in the backwoods of 
Pacific Junction, in the hills 21 
miles north of Moncton. 

The girl refused to say why the 
baby had been taken to the Ban- 
nister home but Crown Prosecutor 
G. F. Bridges charged Mrs. Ban- 
nister “just had to procure a baby 
somewhere,” because she had told 
a man friend she was about to 
have a baby. 

No Evidence of Childbirth. 

Bridges said: “There was no evi- 
dence to show she had a baby be- 
tween the time she warned the men 
early last December and Jan. 5 
when the Lake tragedy occurred.” 

During that time, however, Mrs. 
Bannister appeared in the streets 
carrying what witnesses said ap- 
peared to be a “bundled-up baby.” 
The Crown counsel suggested it 
was the big doll found by police in 
the Bannister home. 

It had been split open to remove 
the “mama cry,” he said. Police 
found the Lake baby, Betty, sup- 
posed at first to have been cre- 
mated in her father’s shack, alive 
in the Bannister home. 


4 HURT: FREIGHT TRAIN HITS 
ANOTHER IN FOG ON EAST SIDE 


Injured Are Members of Crews; 
Illinois Central Caboose and 
Four Cars Derailed. 

Four trainmen were injured at 
12:45 p. m. today when an Illinois 
Central Railroad freight train was 
strukc from the rear by a Litch- 
field & Madison Railroad freight 
train at Stallings, Ill., about five 
miles east of Granite City. 

The Illinois Central train had 
stopped at that point to take on 
water. The caboose and four 
freight cars were derailed and dam- 
aged. 

Damage to the Litchfield & Mad- 
ison train, which was traveling 
slowly because of fog, was confined 
to the front of the engine. The ac- 
cident was attributed to poor visi- 
bility. 

Samuel Smith, 1024 Bond avenue, 
and Gabor Toth, 921 Valentine 
street, East St. Louis, riding on the 
Illinois Central train, were treated 
for injuries at St. Elizabeth’s Hospi- 
tal, Granite City. Both are em- 
ployed by the railroad as car re- 
pair men. Ray Long fireman, and 
Thomas Daley, brakeman, on the 
Litchfield & Madison train, were 
taken to a hospital in Edwardsville. 

The tracks at Stallings are owned 
by the Litchfield & Madison Rail- 
road, but are used also at that 
point by the Illinois Central. The 
wreckage was expected to be 
cleared by later this afternoon. 


5 in Street Car Hurt in Collision.

SECRET SENATE COURT OF APPEALS HOLDS 


CRASH AT MACON

‘BAD SITUATION,’ 
MISSOURIAN SAYS 


Rumors of Pending Sensa- 
tional Testimony of Air 
Commerce Bureau’s Con- 
duct Persist.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Behind 


closed doors the Senate subcommit- 
tee investigating air safety today 
heard the report of a postofice in- 
spector sent to Macon, Mo., to make 
an exhaustive study of all details 
of the air crash in which Senator 
Bronson Cutting of New Mexico 
and several other passengers were 
killed last May 6. 

Over the protest of Senator John- 
son (Rep.), California, close friend 
of Cutting, and Senator Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, most active 
sponsors of the investigation, Chair- 
man Copeland ruled that the com- 


mittee would hold executive rather 
than open sessions. 

There have been persistent rum- 
ors of sensational testimony to be 
brought out with regard to the con- 
duct of the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce in the Department of Com- 
merce, Air line heads and an in- 
vestigator for the Senate commit- 
tee recently testified to gross _in- 
efficiency in the bureau although 
the bureau’s own reports have ab- 
solved the Government from any 
blame in the numerous air crashes 
that have occurred since 1927. 


“Bad Situation,” Says Clark. 

“It is apparent,” said Senator 
Clark as he left the committee 
hearing room, “that there is a bad 


situation and we will probably 
have to blow the lid off before we 
are through.” 

In a preliminary meeting of the 
committee, before the close of the 
last session of Congress, the com- 
mittee heard the testimony of J. A. 
Mount, then superintendent of 
maintenance in the Bureau of Air 
Commerce. Mount told the com- 
mittee of the need for major 
changes in the bureau. 

Shortly afterward, according to 
Clark, Mount was fired. He was 
replaced by Alvin O. Preil, who has 
been a bureau employe for about 
seven years. At the bureau_it was 
said that Mount was replacéd Nov. 
16. 

“T intend,” Clark said, “to find 
out why that man was fired. It 
was done while we were in recess 
and before we had time to get back 
in session. I don’t know what we 
are coming to if they can fire a 
man like that for testifying before 
a Senate committee.” 


“Startling Testimony” Predicted. 

Several. newspaper correspond- 
ents today received anonymous let- 
ters sent in envelopes bearing the 


letterhead. and the official frank 
of the Bureau of Air Commerce, 
stating that the Senate investiga- 
tion would “bring to light some 
startling information concerning 
the way in which this bureau has 
been conducted and its affairs 
manipulated for several years past.” 

This is like a similar incident 
that occurred several weeks ago 
when correspondents received, 
anonymously, copies of a resolution 
adopted by the Board of Steam- 
boat Inspectors and presented to 
Secretary of Commerce Roper, de- 
claring that passengers were not 
safe on American ships and de- 
manding a more rigid form of in- 
spection. The Department of Com- 
merce subsequently .confirmed the 
passare by the board of such a 
resolution but stated that it was 
merely submitted to Roper for his 
approval or disapproval. 


Weather Data Before Crash. 
Weather reports that were made 
just prior to the Cutting crash 
were brought out by the Postof- 
fice Inspector, who testified today. 


For example, at 3 o'clock of the 
morning on which the crash oc- 


'curred, the ceiling was reported to 


be 3000 feet. Two hours later it 
was reported to be twice as high. 

Only the preliminary facts sur- 
rounding the Cutting crash were 
touched on at this morning’s ses- 
sion, according to Clark. 

To make sure that witnesses 
would tell their stories without re- 
gard to what had been put into the 
record before their testimony, they 
were admitted to the hearing room 
one at a time.

DR. MUENCH DENIES 
HE OWES INVESTIGATOR 


Not Responsible for Wife's 
Debt in Venue Change In- 
quiry, Lawyer Argues. 


Counsel for Dr. Ludwig O. 
Muench today disclaimed all re- 
sponsibility of his client for a Jus- 
tice of the Peace Court suit for 


$245 against the physician and his 
wife, Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, 
in connection with the latter’s ap- 
plication last May for a change of 
venue of her trial in the Kelley 
kidnaping case. 

The hearing was held before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Frank S. Bled- 
soe, where William H. Pfeifer of 
Webster Groves had filed suit for 
services as an investigator em- 
ployed by the Muenches and for the 
serving of 105 subpenas for the 
change of venue hearing. At the 
conclusion of the change of venue 
proceeding Circuit Judge Nolte 
transferred the case to Mexico, Mo., 
where Mrs. Muench was acquitted 
last October. 

After Dr. Muench had testified 
today that he did not employ 
Pfeifer, his lawyer, Robert M. Zep- 
penfeld, counsel for the Muenches 
for more than 18 years, set up the 
contention that a husband was not 
responsible for such a debt con- 
tracted by his wife. 

He conceded, as contended by 
Pfeifer’s lawyer, Josephus M. Todd, 
that a husband was responsible for 
debts frr necessaries, even luxuries 
purchased by his wife, and admit- 
ted that under the law a husband 
was bound to pay expenses neces- 
sary for the protection of his wife’s 
character. 

The obligation as to protection 
of character, he continued, was not 
unqualified. He outlined a hypo- 
thetical case in which a husband 
might believe his wife guilty of a 
crime and declared that in such a 
case he would not be bound for 
expenses incident to her defense. 
He added that while this did not 
apply to the Muench Case, it showed 
that the legal obligation to pay ex- 
penses for defense of character was 
not an unequivocal one, 

Dr. Muench testified that he was 
not familiar with the financial de- 
tails of his wife’s defense in the 
kidnaping case, saying he was busy 
at his profession. He was positive, 
he declared, that he had never met 
Pfeifer until the change of venue 
hearing at Clayton.

SURVEY 10 FIND HOW 


PEOPLE SPEND INCOME 


WPA Canvass to Show What 
Proportion Goes for Food, 
Housing, Clothing. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—A sur- 
vey to find out what proportion of 
the average personal income goes 
for food, housing, clothing, trans- 
portation, recreation, savings, 
health, education, social activities 
and taxes has been started by the 
Government, as a WPA “white col- 
lar” project employing/ canvassers 
from relief rolls. 

The survey, to be completed by 
June 30, will cover the full in- 
come range from the most meager 
wages toincomes of $10,000 a year. 
Above that, investigations will be 
made by salaried Government ex- 
perts. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
will direct the survey in 45 cen- 
ters, each of which will include 
one large city of several hundred 
thousand population, two cities 
averaging between 40,000 and 75,- 
000, and several cities of from 8000 
to 18,000 population. 

Rural surveys will be made by 
the Bureau of Home Economics, 
Department of Agriculture.

ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 13.—The 
Rev. Harold Street of Paxton, IIl., 
and the Rev. John Trewin of To- 
ronto, Ontario, have been released 
from custody in Southern Gamo 
Province and permitted to renew 
their missionary work in Northern 
Gamo. 

The Government was informed of 
these developments today following 
an investigation into the arrest of 
the two missionaries last month. 

Authorities had considered South- 
ern Gamo unsafe in view of the 
war and the missionaries were tak- 
en from Shama, where their mis- 
sion was established, to Godu, a 
safer village. 

Mrs. Street and the Streets’ four 
children went with the two mission- 
aries to Godu with a military es- 
cort. The escort left after receiv- 
ing assurances that the missionar- 
ies would not attempt to leave 
Godu. |

LAW AS A WHOLE 
‘OPERABLE STATUTE?’ 


Decision at Cincinnati in 
Appeal of Dismissal of 
Reorganization Petition 
for Tennessee Publishing 
Co. of Nashville. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, Feb. 13.—A vital 
part of Section 77B, the amendment 
to the Federal Bankruptcy Act pro- 
viding for corporation reorganiza- 
tions, was held unconstitutional in 
a decision here today by United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals that 


a New Deal companion measure to 
the Frazier-Lemke Act, undertak- 
ing to ease the debts of distressed 
corporations as the Frazier-Lemke 
Act undertook to do for farm own- 
ers. The Frazier-Lemke Act was 
held unconstitutional by the United 
States Supreme Court several 
months ago. 

The decision refused to grant an 
application of the Tennessee Pub- 
lishing Co. of Nashville, Tenn., for 
reorganization under Section 77-B, 
upholding Federal District Judge 
John J. Gore, who had dismissed 
the application for reorganization. 

Sought Reorganization. 

Stockholders of the publishing 
company had sought to effect a 
reorganization, but the plan was 
opposed by bondholders, less than 
two-thirds of whom assented td the 
plan. A _ subsection (B-5) of Sec- 
tion 77B provided a method for 
dealing with secured creditors 
(bondholders, in this case) when 
less than two-thirds assented to 
the plan, and it was this subsection 
that the three Judges of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals held was invalid. 
The effect is to uphold the right 
of bondholders to control the prop- 
erty pledged to secure their claims. 

The Court held, however, that the 
invalidity of this subsection left 
the bankruptcy act as a whole “an 
operable statute,” but said there 
was “no other comment” on the en- 
tire act. . 

The decision said that District 
Judge Gore declared Section B-5 
“insofar as it permits adjustment 
of liens without the consent of 
creditors, constitutionally invalid.” 
The Court affirmed that finding. 

“Incomprehensible.”_ . 

“We confess our inability to un- 
derstand the debtor’s proposed re- 
organization plan in all of its 
phases,” the Appellate Court said, 
“This much, however, seems réea- 
sonably clear. The debtor desires 
to have all the property which for 
two years has been in the posses- 
sion of the equity receiver, inclu- 
ing unmortgaged property, returned 
to it, subject to such liens as the 
Court shall determine. It proposes 
that the bondholders. shall have 
their securities scaled down to 80 
per cent of their face value, and 
that the Court shall fix a reason- 
able rate of interest in place of 
the agreed interest. Non-assenting 
bondholders are to have the value 
of their securities fixed by the 
Court, and to have a lien on the 
mortgage property for such value, 
though it is also proposed, to pay 
non-assenting bondholders such as- 
certained value in cash. ... 

“Then follow provisions for a 
‘bond issue and for Class A and 
Class B preferred stock, out of the’ 
proceeds of which present unse- 
cured creditors and preferred: 
stock holders are to be compensat-. 
ed. We make no effort to state 
them, for they are wholly. incom’ 
prehensible.” aint

3, 1933, have the right under their 
contract “to retain the lien until 
the indebtedness secure was paid, 
the right to realize upon the se- 
curity by a judicial public sale, the 
right to determine when such a 
sale should be held, subject only 
to the discretion of the Court.” 

The Court held that the lien hold- 
ers have a right to protect their 
interest in the property by bidding 
at the sale and the right to con- 
trol the property during the period 
of default. 

“The rights are substantive prop- 
erty rights and any invasion of 
them under the authority of the 
present statute is as clearly vio- 
lative of the due process clause of 
the fifth amendment as it was in 
the Radford case (in which thé 
United States Supreme Court held 
the original Frazier-Lemke Farm 
Mortgage Act unconstitutional.’’) 

Judge Allen’s Dissent. 

Judge Florence E. Allen, while 
voting with Judges C. C, Simons 
and Charles H. Moorman, to dis- 
miss the appeal, dissented from a 
part of the opinion defining “good 
faith” as requiring feasibility of the 
plan proposed. She asserted “Con- 
gress, in enacting the statute, re- 
quired simply that the District 
Judge should be satisfied of good 
faith. In so doing, it doubtless 
bore in mind the fact that in in- 
mnumerable cases, covering every 
kind of legal situation, the courts 
of this conutry, from the highest 
to the lowest, have defined good 
faith as meaning honesty of pur- 
pose. It is an unfortunate circum- 
stance that integrity and business 
acumen are not always united. In 
this statute the Congress required 
integrity and the District Judge 
correctly found that good faith was 
shown in the submission of the 
plan.” 

Judge Allen referred to the good 
faith of the reorganization petition, 
and the Court as a whole dismissed 
without review the cross appeal of 
C. O. Carpenter, receiver of the 
Holston-Union National Bank and 
a creditor and bond holder of the 
publishing company, Carpenter ap- 
pealed from that part of Judge 
Gore’s decision which held that the 
reorganization plan was filed in 
good faith. 

Newspapers in Case. 

The Tennessee Publishing Co., 
controlled before it went into re- 
ceivership in 1983 by Col. Luke Lea, 
formerly published the Nashville 
Tennesseean and the Evening Ten- 
nesseean, The company has been 
operated since then by Lit. J. Par- 
due, receiver appointed by Federal 
Court. 

E. W. Carmack, a Murfreesboro, 
Tenn., publisher, acquired the stock 
of the old company and sought to 
reorganize it under the Federal 
Bankruptcy Act. Meanwhile, Paul 
M. Davis, president of the Ameri- 
can National Bank of Nashville, 
who holds the majority of the com- 
pany’s bonds, has bid for the prop- 
erty. The newspapers will remain 
under receivership pending further 
court action.

Agrees to Action at This Ses« 
sion on Slum Clearance 
and Loan Program. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today approved a 
long-time, low-cost housing and 
slum clearancep rogram, 

In conference with congressional 
and administration leaders, he ap- 
proved for action at this session of 
Congress for legislation to permit 
Government aid for such clearance, 
construction of houses for the low- 
income group, and renewal of @pr 
present law insuring loans for mod- 
ernization of homes. 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, announced that he would in- 
troduce the legislation, declaring 
“there is ag reat housing shortage 
in the low-income field.” 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor. 
genthau and Peter Grimm, his as- 
jsistant on housing, participated in 
the conference. os 

Wagner said the program w 
involve both loans and di 
grants on slum clearance, with the 
Government lending probably up to 
90 per cent on low-cost houses. He 
estimated the initial outlay would 
not involve an outlay of more than 
probably up to 90 per cent of low- 
jcost houses. He estimated the ini- 
tial outlay would not involve an 
outlay of more than $406,000,000 by 
the .Federal Government. 

No‘ decision has been reached on 
administration of the plan—wheth- 
er it would be placed under a sin- 
gle Government agency or distri- 
buted among existing housing 
units.

EMPLOYERS FILE BRIEF 
IN ILLINOIS MINERS’ SUIT 


Alleged in Supreme Court Norris- 
La Guardia Act Does Not Apply 

in Dispute With Progressive Union 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13. — The 
United Electric Coal Companies of 
Freeburg, Ill., told the Supreme 
Court in a brief today that the Nor- 
ris-La Guardia anti-injunction act 
was not involved in a dispute be- 
tween it and Illinois miners who 
are members of the Progressive 
Miners of America. 

The miners appealed from a rul- 
ing by the Seventh Circuit Court 
of Appeals that the anti-injunction 
act did not apply because of a dis- 
pute between the Progressive un- 
ion and the United Mine Workers 
of America. 

An injunction was granted the 
coal company against the miners 
as a result of the 1933 strike at the 
Freeburg, Ill. mines. The Pro- 
gressive miners contended the Nor- 
ris-La Guardia act barred this ac- 
tion. 

Urging the Supreme Court not to 
review the case and to permit the 
decision of the Court of Appeals 
to stand, the coal corporation said 
the case was not one “involving or 
growing out of a labor dispute” 
within the meaning of the legisla- 
tion. 

“That act,” it added, “does not 


‘prevent the granting of injunctive 


relief, where, as here, protection 
from personal injury and destruc- 
tion of property, intentionally in- 
flicted, by violence is sought.” 

The coal miners assert that the 
operators refused to discuss a la- 
bor controversy as they contended 
was provided by the Norris-La 
Guardia Act. :

Streets in City and Suburbs, Al- 
ready Slippery, Made 
Worse. 


Traffic in the city and suburbs 
moved with difficulty today and 
last night as a result of a steady 
rainfall with the temperature near 


freezing. Streets and sidewalks, 
already slippery from old ice and 
snow, were worse today and more 
than 40 persons were injured in 
falls. 

A mixture of smoke and fog, 
clinging low in the absence of wind, 
added to traffic difficulties in the 
morning rush hour. At times the 
midtown and business districts 
were as dark as at night. 

At noon street lights were in use 
downtown and theaters and stores 
had electric signs lighted. 

Except for the most heavily trav- 
eled streets, thoroughfares were 
coated with hazardous ice, which 
forced drivers who were able to 
get their cars out of garages to 
move with extreme caution. Many 
neighborhood streets were solidly 
veneered with ice, over which 
streams of water ran. 

Some Streets Impassable. 

A number of streets, particularly 
in the hilly suburbs, became im- 
passable. An outstanding instance 
was the S-curve hill on North and 
South road, Brentwood, where traf- 
fic was blocked for some time last 
evening. At various places motor- 
ists had to abandon their cars, 
sometimes because they had slid 
into ditches or gutters, Other driv- 
ers were forced to take circuitous 
routes to get to and from their 
homes, with frequent delays. 

Postmen and delivery men had 
much trouble in getting about. 
Busses and trolleys generally got 
along all right, but were slowed. 

Mushy ice clogged public sewers 
and private drains, damming the 
rainfall so that persons often kad 
to wade to cross streets and drives. 
Workmen of the city, suburbs, 
county and State were busy over 
night spreading cinders, gravel and 
sand. 

Hilly Streets Closed. 

The city closed’ the following 
hilly streets today: Utah street, 
Thirteenth to Broadway; TBast 
Grand avenue, Blair to Broadway; 
Prairie avenue, Blair to Broadway. 

State roads of Missouri and Iili- 
nois all were reported slippery but 
passable. Nos. 61 and 66 were the 
worst ones in St. Louis County, and 
the State worked all night to safe- 
guard them. 

For an hour this morning traffic 
on Illinois highway No. 3, south of 
East St. Louis, had to be detoured 
while a foot of water which had 
flooded the highway underneath 
the Illinois Central viaduct was 
pumped away. 

Airplanes have been grounded be- 
cause of ice and poor visibility since 
one ship got off for Chicago about 
4p. m. yesterday. 

Nearly all private schools in St. 
Louis County where pupils go 
largely by bus were closed today. 
These included Mary Institute, 
Country Day School, John Bur- 
roughs School and Chaminade Col- 
lege. 

Rain, which started at 3:20 p. 
m. yesterday, amounted to .91 of 
an inch up to 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Although the temperature 
was a few degrees above freezing 
point, ice formed on the cold 
ground. There has been a new 
record for duration of cold weather 
here and for snow remaining on 
the ground; the cold, which reached 
a minimum of 10 degrees below 
zero, began Jan. 22 and the first 


of the present snow fell the same 
day. Today was only the fifth day 
since then on which the tempera- 
ture has risen above freezing point.

MAN FEARS POLICE 
RADIO AND CAUSES 
RUBBERS ARREST 


Frank Ziemann Calls Friend 
and Follows Auto in 
Which Two Are Fleeing 
After $11 Holdup. 


Two blizzard-weary Minnesota 
youths who set out for Florida 
beaches a week ago ran into plenty 
of hot water soon after their ar- 
rival in St, Louis last night. They 
were lodged in the Ruskin Avenue 
Police Station, booked for robbery, 
carrying concealed weapons, posses- 
sion of burglars’ tools, and suspect- 
ed of being fugitives from justice. 

Their capture resulted directly 
from the efforts of Frank Ziemann, 
owner of a garage at 10917 River- 
view drive, and his neighbor, Frank 
Roth of 10787 Riverview. 

It all started shortly after 6 
o'clock when August H. Eckelmeyer 
was held up in his filling station 
at 10794 Riverview drive by a young 
man who robbed him of $11 and fled 
on foot up the hill along the west 
side of Riverview drive near the 
approach to the Chain of Rocks 
bridge. 


Hears Broadcast. 

Ziemann, in his garage a short 
distance west, was listening to the 
police broadcast of that robbery a 
few minutes later when a young 
man ran down the hill and entered 
an automobile which had been 
parked on the drive, while another 
man waited at the wheel. 

“T’ll bet that’s him,” said Ziemann 
to Roth, as he reached for a tele- 
phone. He called Police Headquar- 
ters and reported that the robber, 
with another man, was headed 
north on Riverview drive in an old 
Chevrolet coach. Then he and Roth 
jumped into Ziemann’rs car and fol- 
lowed. 

When the robbers turned off and 
stopped on Larimore road, Ziemann 
and Roth, who were unarmed, con- 
tinued on a little distance and 
turned into a lane. From there they 
saw the robbers change the iicense 
plates of their automobile and light 
a tail light which had been dark. 

Robbers Retrace Route. 

The robbers retraced their path, 
south along Riverview drive, with 
Ziemann and Roth still following. 
A half-mile north of Eckelmeyer’s 
filling station, the robbers’ car 
stopped. It developed later that it 
was out of gasoline. 

Ziemann and Roth stopped a little 
farther on and Ziemann ran to the 
home of Frank Yeager, a retired 
policeman, of 11149 Riverview 
drive. He had Yeager, who was ill, 
telephone developments to Police 
Headquarters, and borrowed a re- 
volver from him. 

Outside Yeager’s home Roth, who 
had obtained a revolver from some- 
one else in the neighborhood, joined 
Ziemann, Together they were clos- 
ing in on the robbers when police, 
dispatched by radio as a result of 
the telephone call from Yeager’s 
home, beat them to the automobile 
and made the arrests. 

One of the prisoners said he was 
Harold E. Long, 18 years old, of 
Brainerd, Minn.

Administration policies, he 
charged, now are hindering “busi- 
ness recovery that bégan instantly 
upon restoration of some degree of 
confidence by ‘the Supreme Court.” 
He gave the title, “The Confused 
State of the Union,” to his address. 
Speaking at a Lincoln birthday 
dinner, the former President said: 
“The outstanding state of this 


‘| ynion at this hour is a state of con- 


fusion—confusion in thought, con- 
fusion in Government, confusion in 
economic ufe and confusion in 
ideals, Few national problems have 
been solved.” 

“The undermining of local gov- 
ernment by centralization at Wash- 
ington, the spoils system, the re- 
duction of Congress to a rubber 
stamp, these monetary policies— 
what of these?” Hoover asked. - 

On the Constitution. 
Dealing with the Constitution 
and the Supreme Court, he chal- 
lenged Roosevelt to say what 
changes he had in mind. 

“The President implies he will 
not retreat, despite the decisions 
of the Court,” he said. “We have 
heard mutterings that the Consti- 
tution must be changed, that it is 
outmoded, that it was useful only 
in the horse and buggy days. There 
was sinister invitation to Congress 
to ‘find means to protect its own 
prerogative.’ 

“No progressive mind will feel 
that the Constitution shall not be 
changed to meet the needs of 
changing national life. 

“But what is the change these 
men harbor in their minds? The 
American people have a right to 
know. They have the right to 
know it now. 

“Whatever that change may be, 
it must be clear of those confusions 
which impair the great safeguards 
of human liberty.

“The President . . . says ‘the only

“Fountain of Fear.” 
“The New Deal has been a veri- 
table fountain of fear. The day 
after the New Deal was given life 


e . began the Great Fear which 
created the bank panic of March 
4 (1933). The stock boom today is 
not from confidence in the future; 
it is partly from fear of inflation.” 

Unemployment of millions in the 
capital goods industries, he said, is 
due to fear of New Deal currency 
policies. 

Charges of “confusion” were lev- 
eled at Administration fiscal and 
relief policies in a new attack of 
Hoover’s criticism upon these New 
Deal items. 

“Within a month since the Presi- 
dent’s budget message,” he de- 
clared, “it has becomd more con- 
fused by four or five billions more 
expenditures.” 


35 Billion Debt in Sight. 

“The national debt now bids fair 
to rise to a minimum of $35,000,000,- 
000,” Hoover said in asserting the 
increase of $1,250,000,000 during his 
administration is only “about 10 
per cent of what New Deal mechan- 
ics will accomplish.” 

“This nation has been steered in- 
to the dangerous channels of bor- 
rowing these vast deficits . .. by 
e huge cycle of bank credit infla- 


tion. That is printing press credit. 
The charts of all history show this 
channel leads to currency inflation. 
Every democracy which has en- 
tered these straits have been 
ee 

“Today the budget is the worst 
balanced in history, the currency 
has its foundation in the will of 
one man... . ° 

“The explosive forces of infla- 
tion are already being generated.” 

Scramble for Equities. 

He said the average prices of in- 
dustrial common stocks today are 
at the 1926 levels. 

“But in 1926 there were no un- 
employed; today there are 10,000,- 
000 unemployed.” 

He said that in 1926 foreign trade 
was flourishing, while today it is 
“demoralized”; that in 1926 the 
budget was balanced, the currency 
stable.

Apportionment of delegates to the 
State convention was fixed on the 
basis of one delegate for each 500 
votes cast for the Republican nom- 
inee for United States Senator in 
the 1934 State election. 
Discussion on Delegation. 


Informal discussion among par- 
ty leaders in hotel rooms and lob- 
bies during the day developed the 
opinion that Missouri’s delegation 
to the national convention proba- 
bly will not be instructed to sup- 
port any ome candidate for the 
nomination for President, although 
Kansas City and rural leaders fa- 
vor Gov, A. M. Landon of Kansas, 
and St. Louis leaders generally are 
supporting Landon and Col. Frank 
Knox, publisher of the Chicago 
Daily News. 

Some of the St. Louis leaders feel 
that Landon’s dry record would 
be harmful to his candidacy in a 
wet community such as St. Louis 
and other large American cities. 
The Landon supporters are taking 
the position that the liquor ques- 
tion has been settled by the repeal 
of prohibition and will not be an 
issue in the 1936 campaign. 

Landon headquarters were estab- 
lished yesterday at the Jefferson 
Hotel, where visitors might obtain 
literature describing the career of 
the Kansas Governor and campaign 
buttons inscribed “Get on the Lan- 
don band wagon.” The buttons 
were almost as large as Kansas’ 
native sunflower. 


Several Announce Candidacies. 


Several seeking nomination for of- 
fices on the State ticket took ad- 
vantage of the Republican gather- 
ing to announce their candidacies 
last night. They included Fred M. 
Harrison of Gallatin, State Repre- 
sentative from Daviess County and 
minority caucus chairman in the 
1935 session of the State Legisla- 
ture, and Fred M. Crawford of E)- 
dorado Springs, former Circuit 
Clerk and Recorder of Cedar Coun- 
ty, both seeking the nomination for 
Secretary of State. Harrison is!pub- 
lisher of the North Missourian, a 
weekly newspaper, and Crawford is 
in the ral estate and insurance 
business. 

Former State Auditor L. D. 
Thompson of Jefferson City, nomi- 
nee for Secretary of State in 1932, 
announced he would again be a 
candidate for that office. Jesse E. 
Smith, Collector of Greene County, 
is considering filing for the nom- 
ination for the same office. 

Other prospective candidates for 
the State ticket include George E. 
Hackmann of Jefferson City, State 
Auditor from 1913 to 1921, who 
would again seek that office, and 
Clarence H. Powell of Dexter, new 
president of the Association of 
Young Republicans, and J. Grant 
Frye of Cape Girardeau, both ex- 
pected to file for the nomination 
for Attorney-General. 

There was considerable discus- 
sion last night of a new Republic- 
an National Committcewoman from 
Nissouri, to be chosen at the State 
convention to succeed Mrs, Grace 
Semple Burlingham of St. Louis, 
who has announced she will not 
seek re-election. Among those men- 
tioned as her successor were Mrs. 
Myrll Remley of Liberty, vice- 
chairman of the State Committee; 
Mrs. John Wyeth of St. Joseph, 
former vice-chairman of the com- 
mittee; Mrs. Gladys B. Stewart of 
Ava, only woman member of the 
State Legislature, and Mrs. Lon O.

BELLEVILLE GAS 
MADE ODOROUS 10 
SIGNAL LEAKS 


Company Adopts Safety 
Measure After 28 Per- 
sons Have Been Made Ill, 
Two Fatally. 


The mixture of illuminating gas 
being piped to Belleville was mod- 
ified yesterday by addition of a 
heavy charge of a pungent gas 
known as calodorant, intended to 
make escaping gas easily detecta- 
ble by odor. 

The step was taken by Illinois 
Power & Light Co. officials as a 


precautionary measure in efforts of 
the company and Belleville author- 
ities to prevent further cases of 
gas poisoning. Twenty-eight per- 
sons in a dozen homes have been 
made ill, and two of them died 
as a result of gas escaping from 
mains and laterals. 

Five more persons were reported 
today to be suffering from severe 
headache and nausea, and three 
were taken tc St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
pital, Belleville. They were Mrs. 
Leona Meyer, 231 North Eleventh 
street, and her sons, Russell, 16 
years old, and Leroy, 11. Mrs. Elsie 
Hestenberg, 9425 West Main street, 
and her son, Gilbert, were treated 
at home. Tewelve persons were 
under treatment at the hospital to- 
day for illness resulting from gas. 

As an augmented staff of power 
company employes worked to re- 
pair leaks in affected districts, 
Belleville street department work- 
ers began operation today of ex- 
hause fans to blow out the gas 
from sewer manholes, where it has 
collected after seeping along gas, 
water and sewer pipes. 

Deadly Carbon Monoxide. 

Carbon monoxide, a deadly ele- 
ment contained in illuminating gas, 
has been found present in each 
case where illnesses were reported, 
according to Arthur Bradbury, sup- 
erintendent of the mine rescue sta- 
tion at Belleville, who has been 
working with city authorities to re- 
lieve the situation. The odor of 
illuminating gas also was noticed 
in each case, he said. 

The pungent gas now being added 
to the mixture is ordinarily used in 
small quantities in order to give 
the illuminating gas an odor, as it 
is virtually odorless when manu- 
factured, J. L. Cross, Belleville man- 
ager of the power company, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. The 


will make the gas readily notice- 
able, he added. 

Cross attributed most of the trou- 
ble to the fact that leaking gas in 
laterals under streets, which ordi- 
narily seeps upward through the 
ground, has been unable to follow 
this course because of frozen 
ground, and instead has seeped 
along pipes into homes. There is a 
normal leak joss of 6 to 8 per cent 
of the gas produced, he said. 

Sizeable Break Found. 

Although Cross said he did not 
believe any large breaks were caus- 
ing the leakage, power company 
workers found a sizeable break 
yesterday in a four-inch main in 
front of 11 South Main street, 
where Miss Catherine Heinemann 
and Charles Rockwell were fatally 
poisoned and five others made ill 
last week. 

Bradbury said the fumes coming 
from the break were “very strong,” 
but Cross insisted it was a “minor 
leak,” caused by contraction of 
pipes due to cold weather. 

Belleville is provided with gas 
through a 12-inch main from Hast 
St. Louis. The gas produced in 
East St. Louis is a mixture of arti- 
ficial and natural gas. The for- 
mer contains about 12 to 13 per 
cent ‘carbon monoxide and the final 
product about 10 per cent, Cross 
said. This amount he character- 
ized as an “explosive mixture” and 
very poisonous. He pointed out 
that the carbon monoxide, under 
proper combustion conditions, is 
consumed and released as compara- 
tively harmless carbon dioxide. 
However, when insufficient air is 
provided, as a result of keeping 
houses tightly closed, the carbon 
monoxide is released.

Al de Long of Hutchinson, Minn., 
Fought in Uprising of 1862.

HUTCHINSON, Minn., Feb. 13.— 
Al de Long, scout in “Indian wars, 
died here Monday. He was 94 years 
old.

Superintendent, With Annual 
Salary of $7000 to Receive 
$3000 More. 


Commencement of work Monday 
on East St. Louis parks under an 
initial allocation of $131,899 by the 
Works Progress Administration for 
a park development and rehabilita- 
tion program will result in in- 
creased incomes to four employes of 
the East St. Louis Park District 
holding major positions. 

Emmett P. Griffin, superinten- 
dent of parks at a salary of $7000 a 
year, will become superintendent 
and engineer of the WPA under- 
taking at a salary of $250 a month, 
or $3000 for the year the program 
will require for completion. The 
salary approved by the WPA for 
the position is $500 a month, but 
Griffin will work only half time. 
As Park District superintendent he 
also has an expense account and 
exclusive use of a Park District car. 

On Park District Payroll. 

Benjamin O. Cooper, project en- 
gineer for the Park District at $200 
a month, will be general foreman 
on the WPA project at the same 
salary. Cooper’s assistant, at $175 
a month, will be Patrick Whalen, 
who is superintendent of construc- 
tion for the park district at $175. 
Joseph Kaiser, head gardener for 
the park district at $200, will have 
the same position and salary with 
the WPA. No action has been tak- 
en by the Park Board transferring 
these employes from the park dis- 
trict payroll to the WPA sponsor’s 
payroll, so that they will receive 
salaries from both sources. 

Salaries are to be paid out of the 
Park Board’s contribution of $92,- 
110 supplementing the WPA grant. 
To defray its costs the Park Board 
has issued $660,000 in bonds, the re- 
mainder above the WPA contribu- 
tion to go for other improvements 
on East St. Louis parks. 

Fred G. Austin, WPA adminis- 
trator for the East St. Louis dis- 
trict, said that he did no concern 
himself with appointments made by 
sponsors, as the matter was outside 
his jurisdiction. He said the WPA 
kept hands off these appointments 
as a concession to interest political 
bodies in undertaking WPA pro- 
jects. Regulations, however, pro- 
hibited putting persons recom- 
mended by political bodies on the 
actual WPA payroll, he said. 

Superintendent’s Comment. 

Griffin, leader of the “New Deal” 
Democratic faction in East St. 
Louis, and who dominates the Park 
Board, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the four employes would as- 
sume supervision of the improve- 
ment program to prevent any 
“boondoggling” and to see _ that 


| plans were carried out exactly as 


formulated by Park Board engi- 
neers. 

The work, which calls for an ulti- 
mate expenditure of $763,356 in 
WPA funds, consists of the devel- 
opment of Lake Park, a 1130-acre 
tract on the outskirts of East St. 
Louis and rehabilitation of 10 exist- 
ing parks in the city. Members of 
the Park Board who are respon- 
sible for appointments are: Stephen 
D. Sexton, president; Dr. Stanley 
A. Wynn, ©. E. Cunningham, Noel 
Spahnagel and Dr. John A. Murphy.

PARK DOESN'T INTEND 
TO CALL LEGISLATURE 


Governor Thinks It Won’t Be 
Necessary to Raise More 
Relief Money. 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.— 
Gov. Park said -yesterday afternoon 
he did not intend to call a special 
session of the Legislature to ap- 
propriate additional relief funds. 
Speaking at a meeting Sf the State 
Relief Commission, he predicted 
that improved conditions after next 
April, when the $6,000,000 State ap- 
propriation wil be exhausted, 
would make it unnecessary to raise 
any more State funds. 
Park’s statement was taken as 
an answer to requests for a special 
session made on Jan. 17 at a State- 
wide conference of county and city 
officials and local relief represent- 
atives, 
Wallace Crossley, State Relief 
Administrator, said the commission 
reaffirmed its previous plan _ to 
liquidate State relief early in April, 
thereby shifting the problem to 
counties and municipalities, which, 
he said, “should “be making plans 
now to assume the burden.” 
Crossley said about 70 per cent 
of the counties were caring for 
their unemployables, and that the 
remainder, with the exception of 
Jackson and Buchanan counties, 
were assuming “a greater part of 
the responsibility.” 


The $6,000,000 State fund has 


been paid out at a rate of $500,000 
a month. Crossley said he would 
have only $284,000 left after April 
1. Federal assistance ended in De- 
cember. 

After April 1, Crossley estimated, 
counties and municipalities will 
have to take over the care of about 
37,000 employables and 11,000 un- 
employables. The case load now is 
about 55,000. 

About 6500 farmers on relief, he 
said, will be removed from the rolls 
this month and taken over by the 
Rural Resettlement Administra- 
tion, 

Although Matthew S. Murray, 
State WPA director, has been au- 
thorized to employ an _ additional 
13,000 persons, making a total of 
95,000, Crossley expressed the opin- 
ion that this step would not great- 
ly reduce the present relief load. 

More than 5000 families now are 
receiving commodity (food and 
clothing) doles alone. Several 
thousand others are receiving par- 
tial commodity assistance.

Miniature Sets Developed for 
Infantrymen and Others 
for Artillery and Cavalry. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Signal 
Corps officers report that the 
army’s 1150 fighting planes at last 
are fully equipped with radio and 


the latest in military navigation 
devices. 

The program to “radioize” 
army, it was disclosed, also 
produced a miniature radio set— 
designed to be carried on the backs 
of infantrymen—with a _ talking 
range of one mile, 

No other nation, it was said, 
now surpasses the United States in 
radio equipment on planes and in 
experimental work designed to keep 
abreast of all developments and 
utilization of radio facilities in war- 
fare. 

Major-General J. B. Allison, chief 
signal officer, has informed the 
House Appropriations Committee 
that funds now being asked for 
will make it possible immediately 
to install radio equipment on all 
planes purchased in 1937. 

The equipment of the army’s 
planes in this way meets one of 
the chief criticisms of an Air 
Corps Board following investiga- 
tioon of mail carrying by army 
planes two years ago when com- 
mercial contracts were canceled. 
The board, headed by Newton D. 
Baker, found that installation of 
radio safety devices, and especially 
equipment for “blind flying,” was 
vitally necessary. 

Radio for All Combatants, 

The Signal Corps, in co-operation 
with the infantry, cavalry and oth- 
er branches, also is going ahead 
witheits program to provide all 
combatant units with short-wave 
equipment. 

To speed up communications and 
insure service if and when land 
lines are out of commission, the 
Signal Corps is experimenting with 
sets designed to meet the require- 
limitations of each 


the 


branch. 

The lightweight sets to be car- 
ried by infantrymen are designed 
to be used by battalions or other 
units in advance of, or separated 
from their divisions. Details have 
not been made public. 

A similar small set to be carried 
by the field artillery has a talking 
range of three miles and is de- 
signed for use chiefly in fire con- 
trol from advanced posts. 

A set devised to be carried on 
pack mules or horses ,or mechan- 
ized units of the cavalry, has a 
talking range of 30 miles by code or 
five miles by voice. 

Sets with equivalent range are 
being developed for use in radio 
scout cars, armored cars and tanks 
where speedy communication is a 
vital necessity in battle,

The two-way sets installed in 
fighting planes are in addition to 
the homing compass, radio receptor 
beacon for “blind” landings, and 
interphone sets for from 11 to 15 
positions,

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Harper 
Sibley, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
said today the economic condition 
of the nation, “despite the disturb- 
ing factors” of government, is at 
the highest level in the last five 
years. Sibley addressed the Line 
Underwriters’ Association of New 

York City. 

“More shoes were turned out 
last year than in any earlier year,” 
said Sibley. “More wool went into 
manufacture than in any other 
peace-time year. We can conclude 
that the 128,000,000 people now in 
the United States were better shod 
and better clothed than for many a 
year.” 

The steel industry, at the end of 
1935, Sibley said, had returned to 
employment at pre-depression vol- 
ume with wage rates “as high as 
were ever paid in peace time. The 
energies which have been awak- 
ened practically assure us that we 
shall not in the spring and sum- 
mer lose any of the progress we 
have made. We shall hold our own.”

BODY OF ARMY FLYER 
FOUND IN CALIFORNIA 


Lieut. Helms Survived Plane 
Crash, but Fell Down Cliff 
and Was Killed.

SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., Feb. 
13.—The body of Lieut. , John . 


Helms, United States Army flyer, 
was found yesterday at the foot of 
a 30-foot cliff in the Sierra Madre. 
He disappeared on a flight Dec. 
30. Wreckage of his plane was 
found Monday and indications that 
he had survived the crash were 
confirmed when the body was 
found. Apparently he was killed in 
a fall down the cliff. 

R. E. Jones, assistant supervisor 
of the San Bernardino National 
Forest, said the body was found 
near Lytle canyon, a mile from the 
wreckage of the plane. His knife 
lay at his side. Pieces of his leath- 
er jacket had been hacked away as 
if he had tried to float the leather 
into a creek that flows down San 
Sevaine canyon as a signal for help. 
Some of the leather was recovered 
downstream. 

When the plane wreckajge was 
found Monday the position of the 
parachute indicated Helms had 
been able to climb out of the plane. 

Lieut. Helms was lost on a flight 
from San Francisco to his post at 
Marea Field, Riverside. He was 
last reported over Palmdale, less 
than an hour after he left San 
Francisco on the easy  400-mile 
trip, When he did not report, 
army planes crossed and re-crossed 
the area for two weeks but no 
trace of his ship was reported un- 
til Monday when George Rice, com- 
mercial pilot, saw the wreckage 
near Big Bear Lake.

Helen Stephens, the Fulton Flash, started running at last year’s 


National A. A. U. indoor women’s 


championships, and from all indi- 


cations she is not going to stop until her flying feet carry her into 
the Olympics at Berlin next summer, 


The tall, angular girl from down 
on the farm raced 50 meters in 6.4 
seconds, lowering the national rec- 
ord by two-tenths of a second, as 
a high-light of this year’s national 
women’s indoor championships last 
night at the Arena before a weath- 
er-defying crowd of about 1000 spec- 
tators. 

The old record, 6.6 seconds, was 
set by Annette Rogers of Chicago 
in 1933 and tied by Miss Stephens 
last year. Miss Stephens’ 6.4 time 
accomplished last night tied the 
world record for the distance, set 
outdoors by M. Mejzlikova of 
Czecho-Slovakia in Paris in 1922, 
and later tied by Stella Walsh at 
Katowice in 1933. Thus Miss Steph- 
ens takes her place in the record 
books alongside two of the great 
names in women’s track history. 

Helen Scores Again. 

Her smashing race almost over- 
shadowed the fact that she heaved 
the eight-pound shot 41 feet 7 inches 
for a new national indoor record 
and easily won the standing broad 
jump with a mark of & feet. & 
inches. Her effort in the shotput 

the former record, 40 feet 
11 inches set by Rena McDonald of 
Boston in 1934, by eight inches. The 
shotput and standing broad jump 
are not Olympic events. 

Miss Stephens—this has to be a 
story of this amazing girl—did not 
go through last night’s meet with- 
out giving her followers a scare. 
This took place in her heat of the 
50-meter preliminaries in which she 
finished second. But it was for a 
very understandable reason. 

When the field left the starting 
line a photographer exploded a 
flashlight. Miss Stephens, for a 
split second, evidently thought 
the sound of the explosion was the 
gun bringing the field back for a 
new start. She eased up just long 
enough for Annette Rogers to get 
in front and stay there. 

But many of the spectators did 
not know the reason and they shook 
their heads. They need not have 
- worried. Miss Stephens was there 
when the final payoff came, and 
this to the disappointment of two 
crack little St. Louis sprinters, Har- 
riett Bland and May Brady. Misr 
Brady equaled the national record 
of 6.6 in her preliminary heat, mak- 
ing her good enough to win in al- 
most any field without a Helen 
Stephens, and in the final Miss 
Biand outraced her’ teammate tc 
finish behind Helen of Fulton. They 
were doomed to play the part of 
a Lou Gehrig to Fulton’s Babe 
Ruth, in a manner of speaking. 

Miss Stephens did not encounter 
much competition in the broad 
jump and shotput events. Nan Gin- 
dele, who finished second in ~the 
broad jump, could do no better 
than 7 feet 7 inches, and Katheryn 
Ferrara, who was next to Misr 
Stephens in the shotput, could do 
no better than 33 feet 6 inches. 
St. Louis Wins Relay. 

Although it may not seem so, 
there WAS more to the meet than 
Helen Stephens, and some of the 
fireworks were furnished by the St. 
Louis A. C. relay team. This group 
of girls, composed of Miss Bland, 
Miss Brady, Jessie Crain and Edna 
Gustafson, earned distinction for 
themselves by winning the 400 relay 
title in an exciting race, finishing 
in front of the defending cham- 
pionship quartet from Toronto, 

Canada. The St. Louis girls were 
clocked in 53.3 seconds.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 13.—Sam 
Allen of Oklahoma Baptist College 
established a new world’s’ indoor 
mark for the 60-yard high hurdles 
here last night when he skimmed 
over the sticks in 7.4 seconds, low- 
ering the record by one-tenth sec- 
ond.

F Venzke “makes” the Olym- 

pic team this year, he prob- 
ably will find the 1500-meter dis- 
tance to his liking. In his only 
victory over Cunningham during 
three years he beat his rival at 
the Olympic distance. 

However, winning an Olympic 
victory at 1500 meters is some- 
thing else. This event has not . 
been won by an American since 
Mel Sheppard captured the 
Olympic title in 1908 at London, 
The Olympic revivals began in 
1896 and only two Americans 
have won the 1500-meter race 
since then. Lightbody did it twice 
—once here in St. Louis in 1904 
and two years later he repeated 
in the intermediate Olympic held 
at Athens in 1906. 

Englishmen have won it four 
times, Finland twice and Italy 
once when Beccali set the Olym- 
pic record for the route at 3:51.2. 
Americans haven't won much 
fame at middle and long distances 
in the Olympics.

What Has Happened? 


AKE KILRAIN, bare knuckle 

fighter of bygone days and 
opponent of John L. Sullivan in 
their 75-round finish fight in 
1889, celebrated his seventy-sev- 
enth birthday recently. 


Although he came up in London 
prize ring days when fighting 
was supposed to be exceedingly 
rough and tough, Kilrain ap- 
parently is none the worse for his 
ring career. 


This may seem _ surprising, 
when it is considered that the 
limited-round fighting of today 
leaves sO many physical wrecks 
and half-goofy or blind relics in 
its trail. 

If we look through ring his- 
tory of the bare knuckle and 
finish fight period, we find un- 
mistakable evidence that it was 
not as productive of broken- 
down bodies as the fighting of 
today. 

Jem Mace, one of the really 
clever men of his day, was in his 
eighties when he died. 


The previous generation will re- 
member Tom Allen, former 
champion of the world who, when 
he quit the ring, opened the 
“Champion’s Rest,” a public house 
on Market street here. Old Tom 
died at the age of 65, and he didn’t 
do any dieting to help prolong 
his. life. 

Many will also recall the “Bel- 
fast Chicken,” Bill Clark, so long 
a ring character in this city. The 
“Chicken” came up in the ring 
the hard way. He was featured 
in a boxing show connected with 
a British carnival show meeting 
all comers. He fought his way to 
the top in bareknuckle and fin- 
ish fight days and he lived well 
into in the eighties, 

Old John.L. himself was around 
60 when he died, and if his 
constitution was impaired, it was 
not due to his long, hard fights, 
but to his persistent foe, John 
Barleycorn, whom he finally 
knocked out late in life. 

Harry Sharpe, whose 77-round 
fight ending in a knockout in one 
of the ring’s classics, is hale and 
hearty, although in his middle 
sixties.

Second place went to Olaf Hoffs- 
bakken of Norway, with 419.8 
points; third to Svere Brodahl, Nor- 
way, 408.1; fourth to Lauri Vilonen 
of Finland, 401.2; fifth to Simunek, 
394.3, and sixth to Berndt Osterk- 
loft, Norway, 393.8. 

Torrissen led the Americans in 
the jumping with a point average 
of 190.2 gained on leaps of 45 and 
44 meters (151.60 and 144.32 feet, 
respectively). Style rather than dis- 
tance was chiefly considered by 
the judges. 

Torrissen’s performance left him 
seventeenth in the ranking of the 
jumpers. Blood, with jumps of 44 
and 43 meters and 183.1 points was 
twenty-third; Karl Satre, 39 and 41 
meters and 174.0 points, thirty-sec- 
ond; and Paul Satre, 48.5 and 53 
meters and 144.5 points, was forty- 
first.

Czecho-Slovakia earned its sec- 
ond victory in three starts in the 
second round robin series by turn- 
ing back Austria, 2-1. It was Aus- 
tria’s third defeat. 

Canada advanced to the final 
round robin of the ice hockey com- 
petition by defeating Germany, 6 
to 2. 

Although lacking its usual dash 
and driving power, the United 
States ice hockey team took an- 
other step toward the finals yes- 
terday by defeating Austria, 1 to 0, 

The Canadians, who went into 
the finals along with England and 
two teams to be selected from the 
group in which the U. S. is playing 
scored once in the first. They 
swarmed down on the (German 
goalie to count three times in the 
second and eased off by adding two 
more goals in the final segsion. 

Although losing in their battle to 
revise the rules, Albert Pudas,

The victory, coming after Canada 
swamped Hungary, 15-0, and En- 
gland and Germany had battled 
through three extra periods to a 1-1 
tie, virtually assured America’s 
presence in the final round robin.

GARMISCH-PARTENKIRCHEN, 
Germany, Feb. 13.—A proposal for 
revising the present complicated 
system of deciding the Olympic 
hockey championship was defeated 
by a vote of 6—2 at a special meet- 
ing of the Olympic Hockey officials 
tonight. 

Canada and Germany, at ‘whose 
instance the meeting was _ «alled, 
cast the only ballots for revision. 

Under the system adopted \before 
the games opened, the two leading 
teams in each of the two groups 
now engaged in the second round- 
robin series, will advance to the 
finals. If two of the qualifying 
teams, however, have met previous- 
ly, no further match will be play- 
ed. Thus, assuming that both qual- 
ify, England, which upset Canada 
in the second round, would not 
have to meet the Dominion again. 
Instead, Great Britain would be 
credited with one victory in the 
final round and Canada with one 
defeat. Similarly, if the United 
States and Czecho-Slovakia qualify 
from the other group, as seems like- 
ly, America would start the final 
round with one victory and the 
Czechs with one defeat.

Annual Report Adds That Year 

Ago These Funds Were “Froz- 
en Almost Solid.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13. — Fed- 

eral Housing Administrator Stewart 


| McDonald reported today that home 


mortgage money now was general- 
ly available “on the most attractive 
terms in the history of the coun- 


McDonald’s statement, contained 
in the annual FHA report, added 
that a year ago these funds were 
“frozen almost solid” in most sec- 
tions. 

Saying that long-term amortized 
mortgages “at lower uniform inter- 
est rates” have been accepted 
throughout the country, McDonald 
added that “unsound second mort- 
gage practices” are “being driven 
into general disrepute.” 

At present, the report said, the 
home financing system is in a sound 
condition with both home buyers 
and lenders “adequately protected 
against the possibility of a disas- 
trous mortgage collapse.” 

Through Dec. 31, it was said, the 
FHA had insured modernization 
and repair notes aggregating $254,- 
070,729, had accepted $170,594,864 of 
home mortgages for insurance and 
had agreed to insure large-scale 
housing projects in the amount of 
$27,030,234.

1689 Men to Be Employed for Half 
Year at Wages of $55 
a Month. 

The Works Progress Administra- 

tion notified Mayor Dickmann to- 
day that an expenditure of $592,214 
had been approved for work in 
cleaning up and reshaping the 19 
miles of St. Louis riverfront and 
that work would start in the near 
future. 
The improvements to be made call 
for the employment of 1639 men for 
a period of six months. Wages of 
$55 a month will be paid. The work 
calls for the cleanihNg away of all 
Gebris from Baden to Carondelet, 
left by the high water of last spring, 
and for the leveling and re-shaping 
of much of the riverfront.

and Butchers Buy Them at 
$1.50 a Dozen. 
TULSA, Ok. Feb. 13.—Tulsa 
diners are eating crow and say they 
like it following an experiment of 
Dr. T. W. Stallings. Hospitals and 
schools are experimenting in crow 
cookery and housewives have de- 
clared the bird a choice morsel. 
Butchers have small boys out scour- 
ing the fields for crows at $1.50 a 
dozen. 

Dr. Stallings, former County 
Health Superintendent, for years 
watched the farmers’ losing war 
against the crows. He _ decided 
the best way out was to eat the 
birds. He experimented first on 
newspapermen. He served them a 
banquet, heard them say they liked 
it, then told them they had dined on 
crow. He followed with another 
trial dinner, then sent his idea up 
against its supreme test. House- 
wives, a domestic science teacher, 
a dean of hospital nurses and May- 
or T. A. Penny’s wife ate crow. 
They were enthusiastic. 

“There is no reason why crow 
shouldn’t be good food,” said Dr. 
Stallings. “I have investigated the 
bird’s feeding habits and found it 
cleaner than chickens.”

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CROATS CONVICTED.AS AIDS 
OF KING’S ASSASSIN, APPEAL 


Three Sentenced by French Court to Guiana 
Penal Colony for Life as Accomplices in 


Murder of Yugoslav Ruler. 


By the Associated Press. 
AIX-EN-PROVENCE, France, 
Feb. 13.—Three Croats—Mio Kraj, 
Zvonimin Pospechil and Ivan Raj- 
tich—were sentenced here yester- 
day to life imprisonment in the 
French Guiana prison colony for 
complicity in the assassination of 
King Alexander of Yugoslavia in 
Marsailles in October, 1934. The 
three appealed from the verdict to- 
day. ‘ 
The actual assassin, Dimitrov 
Velitchko, was sabered to death on 
the spot. In the shooting, Louis 
Barthou, French Foreign Minister, 
also was killed and a policeman so 
badly wounded that he died later. 
Three alleged members of the 
band of terrorists held responsible 
for the assassination were convict- 
ed and sentenced to death, al- 
though they have never been ap- 
prehended. These are Dr. Ante 
Pavelich, reputed head of the Cro- 
atian secret society known as 


Ustachi; Eugene Kvaternik, Pave- 
lich’s assistant, and Gustave Per- 
chetz. 

The jury, which deliberated only 
a short time, found extenuating cir- 
cumstances in the cases of Kraj, 
Pospechil and Rajtich and recom- 
mended the life sentences, 

The prisoners smiled as the red- 
robed Judges pronounced their sen- 
tences, Pospechil, as he was be- 
ing led back to his cell, shouted de- 
fiantly: “Vive Pavelich! Long live 
free Croatia.” 

The end of the trial, which was 
the second in the case, came before 
a courtroom crowded to capacity. 
Wild scenes during the first hear- 
ing had resulted in strict orders 
against disturbances. 

King Alexander was assassinated 
shortly after he had debarked from 
a liner at Marseilles for a good will 
visit to France. The assassin, 
standing in the crowd, fired several 
shots into the King’s carriage.

In his early 30s, Umansky has 
had a rapid rise.

He accom- 
panied Litvinoff to Washington in 
1933. As Counselor he will rank 
second only to Ambassador Alex- 
ander Troyanovsky.

EGYPT AUTHORIZES FUNDS 
TO NEGOTIATE WITH BRITON 


New Treaty of Alliance to Be 
Framed; Military Clauses and 
Sudan Chief Points.

CAIRO, Egypt, Feb. 13. — For the 
fifth time since Egypt declared its 
sovereignty in 1922, a fund was 
authorized to pay for negotiations 
for a treaty of alliance between 


Great Britain and Egypt. A dele- 
gation of 13, headed by Nahas 
Pasha, president of the Nationalist 
organization, Wafd, was appointed 
to negotiate. 

The delegation will begin work 
at the end of this month.

500,000 TRIBESMEN PAY 
TRIBUTE TO LIVING BUDDHA 


Panchan Lama Preparing to Leave 
Kumbum Monastery for Capi- 
tal at Tibet. 

By the Associated Press. 

TSINGING, Kuku Nor, Tibet, Feb. 
13.—Half a million tribesmen, gath- 
ered from all parts of Tibet, Mon- 
golia and West China amid Oriental 
pomp and magnificence, have paid 
tribute at the famed Kumbum mon- 
astery, near here, to the Panchan 
Lama. 

This most powerful dignitary of 
the Lamaistic world was complet- 
ing preparations for his long-de- 
layed return to the mystic Lhassa, 
capital of Tibet. 

The ceremony was witnessed by 
Harrison Forman, young American 
explorer of New York and Milwau- 
kee, who said the living Buddha 
planned to start for Lhassa within 
a few weeks, and would spend six 
months reaching that most holy 
Tibetan city, whence he was exiled 
11 years ago by the late Dalai 
Lama. 

Symbolizing China’s hopes for re- 
establishment of its vanished pow- 
er in Tibet through the pro-Chinese 
Panchan Lama, a high Chinese of- 
ficial arrived at the Kumbum mon- 
astery with 500 picked Chinese 
troops at the height of the cere- 
mony. 

The Chinese Government official 
presented the “living Buddha” with 
precious gifts of jade and other ob- 
jects, as well as a jade scepter, or 
“juyi,” which means traditionally, 
“our services are at your disposal.” 

The Chinese troops were expected 
to accompany the Panchan Lama 
to Lhassa, provided no opposition 
arose from pro-British elements in 
Tibet, which disavowed Chinese 
sovereignty 24 years ago. 


FRANCE TO CONSULT POWERS 
IF TROOPS OCCUPY RHINELAND 


Foreign Minister Says in No Cir- 
cumstance Will Nation Consent 
to Armed Force.

_ PARIS, Feb. 13.—Foreign Minis- 
ter Pierre-Etienne Flandin said yes- 
terday that France would refuse to 
accept any excuse for an armed 
German occupation of the demili- 
tarized Rhineland.

— The 
export debenture plan of farm aid 
was proposed as an amendment to 
the soil conservation-subsidy bill in 
the Senate today by Senator Con- 
nally (Dem.), Texas, who said it 
was essential to give “reversed” tar- 
iff benefits to exporters of surplus 
crops. 

“The farmer doesn’t receive the 
benefit of the tariff,” Connally said, 
“and on the other hand he pays a 


tariff on that which he buys. This 
particular plan is simply a reversal 
of the tariff—it gives the farmer 
a bounty on his exports, whereas 
the manufacturer gets a tariff on 
imports.” 

A vote on the amendment was not 
expected before tomorrow. Leaders 
had agreed to defer final action on 
all controversial substitutes and ad- 
ditions until tomorrow when a de- 
bate-limitation may lead to a vote 
on the bill itself. 

Supporters on Both Sides. 

The debenture plan has support- 
ers.in both Democratic and Repub- 
lican ranks, but administration lead- 
ers say it will not be adopted. It 
passed the Senate twice in 1929 and 
was defeated in the House. 

The Connally amendment pro- 
vides for issuance by the Treasury 
to farm exporters of debenture cer- 
tificates equal to half the tariff on 
imports of the same commodities 
shipped out. 

Specific bounties of 7% cents a 
bushel on corn, 21 cents a bushel on 
wheat, 4 cents a pound on cotton, 
2 cents a pound on tobacco and 
one-half of a cent a pound on rice 
are provided.

| AMERICA’S POPULATION PROBLEM. 
The population of the United States on July l, 
1935, the Census Bureau estimated a few days ago, 
was 127,521,000. This represents an increase of .71/ 
per cent from 1934, and 4 per cent from 1930. The 
population thus continues to grow, but the bureau 
points out that the rate of increase is slowing down. 
In the last five years, the increase has averaged 
904,000 per annum; between 1920 and 1930, the gain 
was 1,665,000 a year. If the present rate of increase 
continues, the bureau estimates, the country’s pop- 
ulation in 1940 will be around 132,000,000, as com- 
pared with 122,597,000 in 19380.

It is a long-range problem, but it is well worth 
considering today by those sufficiently farsighted to 
feel concern for the permanence and growth of our 
country’s institutions. Dr. Dublin’s suggestions for 
restoring the equilibrium that may be threatened are 
based on his view of some of the causes of the im- 
pending condition. He says: 

Knowledge of how to prevent and correct the 
economic maladjustments which are perennially 
throwing the lives of millions into disorder will 
go a long way if it can be acquired in time. A 
general feeling of security and the spread of liv- 
ing standards consistent with what science and 
machine processes have made possible would re- 
lease the reproductive energies of the people. 
... The huge city, with its concentfation of peo- 
ple, is the great enemy of the family and re- 
production, Social planning, with its decentral- 
ization of many industries, should greatly help 
in maintaining better economic standards and 
stimulating the creation of families of good size. 


It is apparent that our economic paradox of want 
in the midst of plenty has an adverse effect not 
only upon the country’s present but upon its future. 
Depression takes its toll not alone from the living 
generation but from generations to come. The prob- 
lem of inequitable distribution of income may appear 
to the superficial merely a temporary one, but a 
delayed solution will have long-range effects at pres- 
ent only partly predictable. If America’s economy 
and its family life cannot be restored to a basis of 
fair opportunity, the most pessimistic predictions of 
the country’s fate may be realized.

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HENRY JUSTIN SMITH. 

Henry Justin Smith, late managing editor of the 
Chicago Daily News, influenced not only the journal- 
ism of his city but of the country generally. An able 
reporter himself, with a burning passion for the 
right word, he trained a host of news gatherers and 
writers to cultivate the same desire. Carl Sandburg, 
Ben Hecht, Harry Hansen, Vincent Starrett, John 
Gunther, Keith Preston and John V. A. Weaver are 
only random names among those who developed under 
his direction. Few if any of the large city newspa- 
pers are without at least one man whom he taught 
how to write news, accurately, clearly, brightly. In 
his books, “Deadlines” and the partially, at least, 
autobiographical “Josslyn,” he added unmistakably 
to the literature about the men and women who write 
and edit our daily newspapers. He loved the Amer- 
ican city and its people—particularly the great 
metropolis in which he was born, worked eagerly and 
died—and in the printed page he held up a mirror 
that reflected everything. Henry Justin:Smith was 
in the best newspaper tradition.

HE AAA philosophy of equality for agri- 
T cutture as formulated and implemented 

in the law of the land, is based on the 
very simple dogma of higher prices for agri- 
culture. “Put prices up we will,” declared 
the President. This dogma, as written in 
the law, means, in plain English, higher 
prices by means of scarcity. 

In spite of all assertions to the contrary, 
the philosophy of the AAA is the philosophy 
of scarcity. The English language has an 
abundance of beautiful names with which 
to camouflage this ugly fact, Spokesmen of 
the AAA always refer to acreage reduction 
under the gracious name of “adjustment.” 

The assumption behind AAA was that we 
had been running our agricultural plant 
without any policy and without any pro- 
gram. In other words, agriculture was in 
a state of economic anarchy. This picture 
of American agriculture is far from correct. 
Our agricultural program of the last 50 
years has been one of truly brilliant achieve- 
ment and progress. The United States De- 
part of Agriculture, with its trained staff 
of more workers than those of all the de- 
partments of agriculture of all the countries 
of Europe combined, has built up one of 
the greatest fact-finding institutions in the 


world.

Few laymen realize the vastness of the 
achievements of the Department of Agricul- 
ture in the United States. Every phase of 
agriculture is studied scientifically by the 
department—soils, plants, animals, farm 
management, the weather, the markets. In- 
formation to help the individual farmer is 
relayed to the farmer by means of the writ- 
ten word, or by the spoken word. The ex- 
tension services of the Federal department, 
the state colleges, county agricultural agents 
and county agricultural high schools carry 
the message of scientific farming to the man 
on the farm. In this broad way, we have 
already made notable progress. 

In a more specific way, the separate states 
have gone a long way on the road of a 
“planned agriculture.” Wisconsin in 1922 
was the first to adopt a 50-year plan. Vir- 
ginia some 12 years ago was among the first, 
states to adopt a five-year plan. Some nine 
years ago, Massachusetts adopted a 10-year 
plan for her fruit growers. About 30 states 
to date have agricultural plans. In all cases 
of planning by states and counties, the 
actual planning was done by those with their 
own money invested in the enterprise, by 
those on the ground, by those with success- 
ful experience. 

In short, while a planned scarcity is a new 
thing in American farming, a planned agri- 
culture is not a new thing. It is now an ap- 
plied science. In fact, the Agricultural Col- 
lege of Iowa, at Ames, has formulated a 
10-point score card for planning, as follows: 

1. Plan should not yield an immediate 
benefit at the expense of the future. 

2. Plan should promise: net gain of Amer- 
ican agriculture as a whole. 

3. Plan should not interfere with farm- 


er’s plan to raise the most advantageous, 


combination of products. 
4. Plan ‘must not. put in motion forces 
which will nullify its effects, 


| 


5. Plan should not retard desirable eco- 
nomic shifts already under way. : 

6. Plan should utilize, not oppose, private 
initiative. 

7. Plan should promote conservation of 
natural resources. 

8. Separate plan is needed for each critical 
area. 

9. Plan should involve minimum of social 
cost—uproot smallest possible proportion of 
the population. 

10. Plan should be as free as possible 
from political influences. 

The AAA plan frankly violates every one 
of these 10 points; it violates all of the 
principles of farm management taught in all 
our agricultural colleges during the last 25 
years.

The first result of the program of arti- 
ficial scarcity is an unbalanced agriculture. 

The individyal farmer finds his farm-man- 
agement plans all awry. On information 
gleaned from Federal farmers’ bulletins, 
from his agricultural college publications, 
from his farm papers and from his own cost- 
ly experience, he has invested a certain 
amount of money in horses or mules, or ina 
truck or tractor, and in other farm equip- 
ment, and in land, and has hired a certain 
amount of labor to give him a balanced en- 
terprise.

But the “adjustment” in wheat and 
corn put these prices up, thus crippling the 
Eastern dairy and poultry farmers, The 
country’s milk crop is worth considerably 
more than the wheat and cotton crops com- 
bined. In fact, the poultry and egg crop 
is worth more than the wheat crop. So, to 
the extent that the product of one farm be- 
comes the raw material of the second farm, 
the second farm suffers from any artificial 
price boosts of this raw material.

White House Mail. 


If Mrs. Sara Delano Roosevelt 
writes a letter to her son in the 
White House, she takes the chance 
of having it stacked with the 
thousands of other letters in the 
morning mail and run through an 
electric cutting machine to have 
its edge chopped off. 

But there are two men in the 
White House offices who know her 
handwriting and try to deliver the 
letter to the President unopened. 
They are I. R. T. Smith and J. H. 
Sherrere, who look at every piece 
of first-class mail to ferret out 
letters from the President’s per- 
sonal friénds and save them from 
the knife. 

All others—no matter if marked 
Special, Personal or Private—go 
into the hopper and are dealt out 
to the 13 readers who make up the 
staff. 


The staff works in the basement 
room of the White House offices, 
and most of the President’s mail 
never gets any closer to him than 
that. A reader sees the phrase: 
“I want my boy to go to Annapolis” 
—and zip, the letter goes into the 
pouch marked U. S. N. Or he sees 
the phrase: “Mortgage on my 
farm”—and the letter is tossed into 
the Farm Loan pouch. 

The speed of handling is inter- 
rupted only wheh a reader encount- 
ers such a phrase as: “I am com- 
ing to Washington and get revenge 
for the way I’ve been treated.” 
That letter is laid carefully aside 
for the special attention of the 
Secret Service operators. 
| White House mail today is not as 
heavy as in 1933, when the staff 
worked overtime every day for 
weeks to get clear of the deluge. 

Also, the Christmas mail was 
lighter this season. But not very 
light. The number of cards re- 
ceived by the President was too 
great for him to look through per- 
sonally. They were packed up and 
sent te an orphan asylum for the 
pleasure of the children. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s mail is saved 
from the knife and shipped un- 
opened to the fourth floor, where 
it is handled by a special staff.

DROP IN EDUCATION 
OUTLAY BY BIG CITES 


$14.03 Per Capita Spent in 
1934 Compared with $14.46 
in 1933, $14.67 in 1926. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—A re- 
duction in expenses per capita for 
education in the nation’s larger 
cities since 1926 was reported to- 
day by the Census Bureau. Lump- 
ing all cities of 100,000 population 
or over, the bureau reported $14.03 
was expended in the fiscal year 
1934; $14.46 in 1933, and $14.67 in 
1926. 

Previously the bureau had _ re- 
leased figures on per capita gross 
debt for the same cities, showing 
a reduction of 72 cents in 1934 as 
compared with 1933, but an _  in- 
crease of $34.45 from 1926 figures. 

Proportionately, payments for 
operations, and maintenance of 
schools dropped from 35.6 per cent 
in 1926 to 31.4 in 1933 and 30.2 in 
1934 as compared to payments for 
the operation and maintenance of 
the. cities’ general departments. 

The total expenditure by the 94 
cities of 100,000 or more in 1934 
for education, operation and main- 
tenance was $526,864.320. 

Paterson, N. J., Newark, N. J., 
Yonkers, N. Y., and Rochester, N. 
Y., spent the most per capita in 
1934. In 1933, Yongers led, fol- 
lowed by Newark and Paterson. In 
1926, Los Angeles was first; Yon- 
kers, second, and Springfield, 
Mass., third. Miami, Fla., spent 
the least in 1934.

9 CONVICTED OF MAIL 
FRAUD IN STOGK SALE 


Federal Jury at Boston Delib- 
erates 20 Hours in Case In- 
volving $640,000 in Shares

BOSTON, Feb. 13. — A Federal 


Court jury convicted five men to- 


day of mail fraud in the sale of 
$640,000 of Polymet Manufacturing 
Co, stock. The jury deliberated 20 
hours. 

William L. Jarvis of Boston, and 
Samuel L. Gaines of New York and 
Boston, were convicted of using the 
mails in a scheme to, defraud and 
conspiring to violate section 17-A 
of the 1933 Federal Securities Act. 

The jury convicted three sales- 
men, Morris Shulman, Chicago, Ar- 
thur Waldo, Winthrop, and Sidney 
Pollak, Boston, of using mails to 
defraud, but acquitted the three on 
the securities act violation charge. 

Three other defendants had plead- 
ed guilty to using the mails in a 
scheme to defraud. They included 
Harry Slackman of Deal, N. J. Sen- 
tences will be imposed Monday. 

Testimony disclosed the group 
published a trade magazine, 
“Financial Profits,” to promote sale 
of Polymet stock. Witnesses from 
New York State and New England 
testified to purchasing stock 
through solicitation by telephone 
salesmen. 

Edmund J. Brandon, regional ad- 
ministrator of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, opened an 
inquiry last March. 


HAUPTMANN WON'T CHANGE 
HIS STORY, LAWYER SAYS 


Quotes Prisoner’s Comment on Lei- 
bowitz Offer of Aid “if He 
Will Tell Truth.”

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 13. -— C. 
Lioyd Fisher, one of Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann’s attorneys, saw 
Hauptmann in the death house to- 
day and afterward quoted Haupt- 
mann as saying Samuel 8. Leibo- 
witz, New York criminal lawyer, 
would have to believe his story be- 
cause he will not change it. Leibo- 
witz has offered to join the defense 
staff “if Hauptmann will tell the 
truth.” He was on his way to Tren- 
ton this afternoon after receiving a 
telegram from Col. Mark O. Kim- 
berling, Warden of the State prison, 
granting him permission to see 
Hauptmann. 

“T have told the truth and the 
whole truth, and there will be no 
change in my story even to the 
dotting of an ‘i’ or the crossing of a 
‘’,” Fisher quoted Hauptmann as 
saying. “I have only one story to 
tell and he (Leibowitz) will have to 
believe it.” 

Fisher said: “We have gone 
down the line on the story as told. 
There will be no alterations to 
meet any request. The story told 
is one I believe to be true. It is 
inconceivable that any other will be 
told.” 

Leibowitz said Mrs. Evelyn Walsh 
McLean of Washington had inter- 
ested him in the case. 

“Mrs. McLean sent for me,” said 
Leibowitz. “I saw her at her es- 
tate, Friendship Heights, in Wash- 
ington. I went in company with 
Lieut. Robert Hicks (a Hauptmann 
defense investigator), who brought 
her message to me in my office.”

lowa Cares for Game 
Birds and Has Plenty 


Conservation Policy Doesn’t Wait for Cold 
Weather but Prepares Food and 
Shelter in Advance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Ia., Feb. 13.—The 
foresight of the Iowa State Con- 
servation Commission in planning 
and providing shelter and feeding 
points for game birds in advance 
of cold weather has saved thou- 
sands of ring-necked pheasants and 
quail, particularly quail, which oth- 
erwise would have been destroyed 
by the blizzards of this winter. 


The measures taken and the re- 
sults accomplished are in striking 
contrast with the situation in Mis- 
souri where little was done to pro- 
tect game birds from the winter un- 
til after the onset of killing weath- 
er. Since then, as told yesterday, 
an intensive effort has been made 
to recoup, by widespread distribu- 
tion of food, by farmers, R. F. D. 
mail carriers and others, as well as 
by airplane, hut the plan is make- 
shift and it is doubtful that much 
of the grain will be found by the 
birds who need it most. 

For many years Iowa farmers 
and sportsmen have been encour- 
aged to build shelters and establish 
feeding points for birds before cold 


will know where to go for fqod and 
cover in severe weather. Three 
years ago the Conservation Com- 
mission, headed by Dr. F. J. Colby, 
began intensifying the process, so 
that now the work is carried on 
in all parts of the State. 


Sportsmen Enthusiastic. 

Sportsmen, delighted by the 
abundance of game, particularly in 
the past two years, have co-operat- 
ed enthusiastically in the plan, and 
the result, even in this severe win- 
ter, has been a comparatively small 
loss of quail. The pheasants, abound- 
ing in the northern part of the 
State, have suffered heavier losses 
this winter, but will be abundant 
next autumn, nevertheless. 

Particularly during the past three 
years, the Conservation Commission 
has carried to every farmer and 
every sportsman the gospel of prep- 
aration for winter in the saving 
of wild game life. It has preached 
the erection of artificial winter 
shelter, and has taken widespread 
measures to insure an ample sup- 
ply of winter food, particularly in 
areas where intensive farming has 
stripped the country of most of its 
natural food and cover. 

Farmers were urged intensively 
to leave vines on fences, to permit 
fence corners and gullies to accum- 
ulate brambles, brush and weeds. 
They were asked to allow patches 
of corn and grain near protective 
cover to go unharvested. 

Conservation officers worked with 
farmers, organized sportsmen’s 
clubs, Boy Scouts, 4H clubs and 
junior groups in supervising the 
erection of shelters and feeding sta- 
tions. Lean-tos of saplings and 
brush with escape passages to per- 
mit birds’ escape from foxes and 
other predatory beasts were built 
in the autumn where natural cover 
was scarce. Farmers were induced 
to leave torn and cane shocks 
standing in their fiélds, opening the 
shocks from several sides to give 
quick cover and easy access to the 
grain, Millet, rape, buckwheat, cane 
and other grain were sown broad- 
cast in fields and ditches, and the 
grain was left standing to provide 
winter forage. 

Survey of “Carrying Capacity.” 

Scientific surveys by Dr. Paul Er- 
rington, consulting Conservation 
Commission biologist on the staff 
of Iowa State College, showed that 
a given area’s production of game 
was governed by its “carrying ca- 
pacity,” that is, its ability to pro- 
vide food and shelter for birds. 

This theory was followed closely 
in planning of cover and food sta- 
tions. Game management areas 
were set up and farmers in them 
were told how to improve the land’s 


“production of game birds without 


weather sets in so that the game. 


diminution of tillable area, and 
where to plant to best advantage 
the shrubs, trees and berry-bearing 
shrubs needed for cover and food. 

In the hunting season, shooting 
was carefully controlled so that 
only the surplus of game was 
taken, making it possible for the 
game to multiply each year. 

To provide food for unusual sit- 
uations, weed seeds, chaff, screen- 
ings and elevator wastage were 
carefully collected and stored for 
winter. Last summer, with crops 
cut by the drouth, feeding was car- 
ried on intensively, and as a re- 
sult the hunting last fall was 
marked by lengthened seasons and 
a great increase in birds, 


Pheasants and Quail. 


When severe cold swept across 
Iowa last month, the ring-necked 
pheasants in the northern part of 
the State were hardest hit. That 
section of the State is prairie 
country, naturally devoid of trees 
and wind-breaks, and the birds 
were accustomed to roosting in 
high grass and sloughs. 

The measures already taken in 
the southern part of the State had 
given reasonably adequate protec- 
tion to the quail which abound 
there, and with the bob whites as- 
sured an ample supply of food in 
the established shelters, the com- 
mission bent all its efforts to the 
saving of the pheasants. 

Drifted snows had covered the 
sloughs and high grass and many 
birds were buried in snow, frozen 
to death in temperatures as low as 
25 below zero. Others, in the open, 
succumbed to driving winds, and 
were found with their feathers 
blown full of snow and ice formed 
in their open beaks. 


Immediately crews of sportsmen 
and farmers, already organized by 
the commission, went into the area 
with grain and grit. Additional 
shelters were erected, south sides 
of haystacks and corn shocks were 
reopened. Partly disabled birds 
were captured and placed in hay 
lofts to recover. Farmers fed pheas- 
ants that huddled in barn yards or 
along evergreen wind-breaks. 


100 Conservation Officers. 


The work caused a quick deple- 
tion of available food material, but 
more was quickly supplied through 
the donations of various organiza- 
tions with which the commission 
had kept closely in touch. With the 
work supervised by 100 conserva- 
tion officers and park custodians 
under direction of the Commission- 
er, thousands of birds were saved 
from the winter. 

Not the smallest part of the work 
of Dr. Colby and his 100 helpers 
was the calling of meetings of 
sportsmen and farmers throughout 
the northern area, who co-operated 
in the work. The result of these 
meetings was that hundreds of 
game conservation workers were 
enlisted in the project daily. 

In the southern quail area, farm- 
ers, in addition to enlarging their 
feeding work, renewed their war 
on the fox, the quail’s most deadly 
enemy, on which there is no closed 
season, In this as well as in the 
northern area, CCC workers, unable 
to function on soil erosion projects 
becauge of the frozen ground, were 
recruited to the conservation army. 

By planning and by swift and in- 
telligent meeting of an wnusual 
weather crisis, Iowa has averted a 
wholesale destruction of its wild 
game, even while suffering some 
losses.

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THREE KILLED BY EXPLOSION 
IN CHICAGO SEWER TUNNEL 


Six Other PWA Workers Seri- 
ously Hurt in Accident 50 Feet 
Under Street Level. 


By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 13—Three men 
were killed and six other Public 
Works Administration workmen 
were seriously injured in an ex- 
plosion of dynamite yesterday in 
a Sanitary District tunnel 50 feet 
under the street level in southwest 
Chicago. 

The men killed were Jack Smith, 
Allen Greene and Albert Desalles. 
The last two were Negroes. 

J. W. Scott, section foreman in 
charge of 25 men in the tunnel, 
said the explosion was caused when 
a pressure hammer drill being used 
by Greene hit a charge of dynamite 
not discharged in a previous blast- 
ing. 

It was the second fatal accident 
in the construction of the city’s gi- 
gantic sewage disposal system, un- 
dertaken after the United States 
Supreme Court ordered limitation 
of water diversion from Lake Michi- 
gan into Cook County sanitary 
drainage canal. The other accident 
occurred five years ago in the West 
Side intercepting sewer. Eleven 
men, including four firemen, lost 
their lives there after a fire broke 
out under ground. 


OWNER OF NOVELTY SHOP 
GETS 180 DAYS IN WORKHOUSE 


Charged With Possession and Sale 
of Obscene Literature and 
Pictures. 
Leo Farbster, 3931A Utah street, 
Was sentenced to 180 days in the 
Workhouse by Provisional Judge 
Dewey Godfrey today in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, on charges 
of possession and sale of obscene 
literature and pictures. 
He was arrested Nov. 11, while in 
charge of a small novelty shop at 
8529 Olive street, after a policeman 
had purchased two books and a 
group of pictures with marked 
money.

Governor Gives Life Term to Man 
Convicted of Killing Border 
Patrolman. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 13.—Ramiro 
Galvan, alleged border liquor smug- 
gler, was saved from the electric 
chair today by Gov. Allred, to 
whom the Mexican Government 
had appealed for clemency. 

Gov. Allred ‘commuted the death 
sentence to life imprisonment. Gal- 
van, a Mexican citizen, had been 
sentenced to be electrocuted tomor- 
row for the murder of Ivan Scot- 
ten, United States border patrol- 
man. Scotten was shot to death 
June 20, 1929, in a fight between 
five border patrolmen and several 
men attempting to run liquor across 
the Rio Grande from Mexico into 
El Paso County. The Governor said 
he thought Galvan was guilty but 
that the evidence was “not entirely 
satisfactory in certain respects.”

Life of Louis Pasteur To Ap- 
pear On Screen—Another 
Donat Picture. 


life of Louis Pasteur, im- 
mortal French chemist, whose 
research into diseases is credit- 
ed with extending the life span of 
the average human being at least 
20 years, is the subject of the new 
Paul Muni film coming to the 
“The Story 
of Louis Pasteur” is drafted from 
the details of the chemist’s ca- 
reer, how he aroused the resent- 
ment of the medical profession and 
finally won universal acclaim. Pas- 
teur, who was born in 1822 and 
died in 1895, already was a world- 
renowned scientist when he be- 
gan, through the study of diseases 
of silkworms, sheep and chickens, 
his approach to his great discov- 
eries in human inoculation. The 
idea for building a motion picture 
on his life is credited to Director 
William Dieterle, who had it under 
consideration several years before 
he discussed the idea with Paul 
Muni. Muni, one of the keenest 
students in Hollywood, made an 
intense study of the chemist’s life, 
and he and Dieterle persuaded 
studio officials the story would 
make a good picture. Sheridan 
Gibney and Pierre Collings wrote 
the screen play. Muni is said to 
judge all screen plays by a com- 
plicated grading system, in which 
he marks all dramatic scenes by 
per cents, with 85 per cent as the 
top. If the average of all scenes 
is too low, he rejects the idea. 
“The Story of Louis Pasteur,” ac- 
cording to Muni, ran up a shade 
better than his outstanding suc- 
cess, “I Am a Fugitive From a 
Chain Gang,” and has two scenes 
he graded at 85. The actor’s meth- 
od of studying his lines is hardly 
less detailed. With script in hand, 
he speaks into a dictaphone and 
then runs the record over, to lis- 
ten to himself. In order to look 
like Pasteur, he grew a beard and 
underwent a two-hour makeup 
daily, in which his hair line was 
raised two inches, his face broad- 
ened and his whole appearance 
changed from that of a young man 
to one of middle age. In his sup- 
porting cast are Josephine Hutch- 
inson as Mme. Pasteur, Anita 
Louise as their daughter, Fritz Lei- 
ber as Dr. Charbonnet, Pasteur’s 
foremost opponent; Donald Woods, 
Porter Hall and others. Rural 
scenes were filmed in the Simi 
Valley of California, where a 
French village and Pasteur’s farm 
home were erected. On the bill 
with “The Story of Louis Pasteur,” 
the Orpheum is showing the new 
issue of the “March of Time.”

He likes 
it,

trip, gets all ready and when he is 
just about to step into the car on 
schedule time remembers he has 
not gone to the bathroom. He had 
plenty of time and he knew he had 
to go. There is the child who is

Printed Fabrics Take to Novel 


Unusual Patterns and Colors Mark the Displays in St. Louis 


By Sylvia Stiles 

HE first woman to appear in 
T patie with Scottie dogs dotting 

her frock or in a sports cos- 
tume plastered with newsprint de- 
signs thought herself very daring 
but she would scarcely be noticed 
in a crowd bedecked with cats, ze- 
bras, sea gulls, gazelles, and a mot- 
ley assortment of pollywogs such 
as distinguish the newest fabrics. 

One group of designers that has 
had much to do with the trend of 
spring fabrics has gone to the ex- 
treme in exploiting the animal 
kingdom. Another has explored 
the navy and found that sailboats 
are much more striking on a cos- 
tume than obscure anchors and 
knots of rope. A third has a bo- 
tanical tendency which results in 
fern sprays on crepes, acorns on 
taffetas, and odd little flower motifs 
on every sort of material whether 
cotton, linen, silk, wool or syn- 
thetic. Chinese devotees bring out 
weird and colorful embroideries, 
while those who dote on Spanish 
themes present bright, exotic 
flowers. Quaintness has its fol- 
lowers who concentrate on peasant 
motifs which prove equally as ef- 
fective if not as bold as the large, 
modernistic designs. 

The printed materials are fore- 
most on the fabric counters of St. 
Louis stores, primarily because this 
is a season when gay colors and 
unusual schemes have much to do 
with the attractiveness of a cos- 
tume. They are ideally suited as 
a contrast for tailored woolens, sup- 
plying the feminine aspect which 
is of much importance in a sea- 
son that threatens to be very man- 
nish. A distinctive printed crepe 
frock underneath a severe “Gay 
Nineties” coat or a trim little red- 
ingote produces a stunning cos- 
tume, as does a splashy blouse 
which peeps out beneath the hem- 
line of a drab colored bolero. 

The evening mode as well as the 
daytime has taken a liking to 
prints. Every well-dressed gather- 
ing during the last few weeks has 
produced its heralds of multicol- 
ored patterns, some of the frocks 
being created along very tailored 
lines and others being a bit in- 
clined toward the frothy. These 
evening prints are not all silk be- 
cause both wool and _ synthetic 
designers have stolen some of the 
show. Challis is becoming a style 
sensation for formal use and the 
synthetic achievements are too nu- 
merous to mention. Later on, so the 
predictions go, there will be print- 
ed cotton evening dresses—some as 
sh er as modern batiste or or- 
gandie can make them, and others 
are prim as chintz or pique can 
produce.

HE color trend in printed ma- 
T teriais is no less interesting that 

the story of design. “False” 
shades, as they are termed, are be- 
ing exploited. In other years the 
distinguishing word probably would 
have been “off,” to tell the world 
that a blue is likely to border on 
purple or have a_ greenish cast, 
while red hints at violet or chau- 
dron and yellow has the tinge of 
green associated with sulphur. Be- 
sides this variation from true col- 
ors, there is a mixing of this and 
that until it is difficult to decide 
whether a print has a blue back- 
ground splashed with red designs, 
or the material reverses this order. 

Another noteworthy phase of the 
color situation in prints is_ the 
application of a touch of bright- 
ness to monotones. For example,a 
large patterned black and white 
print will have a-fleck of green 
or red at rather widely spaced in- 
tervals. Sometimes a clear, bright 
accent appears on a mingled back- 
ground combining false shades.

Spaced designs in several different 
shades on a dark background, 
such as navy blue, also are sig- 
nificant of the trend. 

The popularity of false shades 
which prevail in prints also dis- 
tinguishes the solid colored mate- 
rials. Chinese colors are being in- 
troduced as an example of this 
trend. Peking blue, Ming jade and 
eggshell rose are names which 
bring to mind definite tones that 
are made up of more than one pri- 
mary color. Chiffons as well asthe 
heavier crepes introduce novelty of 
hue. Besides the more vivid tints 
there is a collection of soft pastels 
ideally suited for evening dresses. 
One shop refers to them as “deli- 
cious” tints, pointing out that they 
reflect the shades of such sherbets 
as raspberry, strawberry, lemon, 
orange and grape. 

Shirting silks are shown in great- 
er variety than has been observed 
for several years. They include 
both the checked and striped fig- 
ures, and are recommended for 
blouses as well as dresses. Shades 
range from dark to light, so there 
are materials suitable for early 
spring and summer wearing. Some 
of these silks have been imported 
from Japan and are most reason- 
ably priced. é

HEER fabrics in solid colors 
Shave become so much a part of 

the spring and summer fashion 
picture in St. Louis that they are 
displayed in great abundance for 
jacket frocks. Some of this year’s 
sheers have a nubby surface and 
they invariably are dull finished. 
The development of dull finishes in 
synthetics is one of the most im- 
portant fabric developments of re-

cent date as is the achievement in 
producing synthetics that do not 
wrinkle. 

The return to fabrics of the ka- 
sha type is influencing the syn- 
thetic as well as the woolen goods 
fashions. There is a most attrac- 
tive light-weight fabric which looks 
like wool kasha but which proves to 
be a synthetic. A feature which 
salespeople make much of is its 
washability. 

Natural-colored kasha shares 
honors with brighter shades and 
is suggested for both women’s and 
children’s coats, as well as women’s 
dresses. Rabbit’s hair woolens in 
pastel hints are appealing for 
spring, since they have lightness 
of weight to harmonize with the 
lightness of color. Sheer alpacas 
in pastel shades also will delight 
the home seamstress who is looking 
for the right sort of fabrics on 
which to try her talents.

Mannish woolens for suits and 
coats are in such demand that re- 
tailers find it difficult to maintain 
a complete stock.

Third, weather. The incidence of 
cold, wet weather is directly propor- 
tional to the number of colds in a 
community. We mentioned the ap- 
parent contradiction that people 
who work inside and who bundle 
up in woolen underwear are more 
liable to colds than those working 
in an outside occupation. I believe 
t‘at this is due to ventilation or, 
rather, the lack of it, in most

Fourth, susceptibility. There is 3 
definite group in the community 
who catch more colds than others. 
This amounts to about 25 per cent 
of the entire population. For this 
group, when it comes, the vaccine 
against the cold virus will be a 
great boon. Undoubtedly a great 
many of them also have colds be- 
cause they have a chronic infection 
in the sinuses of the nose or some- 
where in the throat. 

The method of Dr. William M. 
Mackenzie is as follows: 

“At the first sign of ‘cold’ or in- 
fluenza, all food is stopped, but 
plenty of cool, pure water is given 
throughout the course of the dis- 
ease. Food in an inflamed alimen- 


- tary canal is worse than useless, will 


not digest, and taxes the flagging 
heart in an effort to get rid of it. 
No one will starve or need food for 
a few days. The juice of from five 
to 15 grapefruit is given daily, di- 
vided into potions every four hours 
or oftener. in between the juice 
potions, not with them, sodium bi- 
carbonate is ziven, a teaspoon in 
a glass of water, then a quarter tea- 
spoon every four hours or oftener 
until symptoms are practically gone.

Grapefruit juice alone 
will achieve results, but the soda 
hastens alkalinity. Citrus fruits 
taste acid; but citric acid makes 
the system alkaline. Grapefruit 
juice and soda will usually cure an 


ordinary cold in 36 to 48 hours, re- 


lieve bronchitis, often prevent or 
mitigate pneumonia.

Orders are that they are to be 
formed of the new-class soldiers 
only. No, I don’t know why, but I 
suppose it is to impress them with 
a sense of discipline and perhaps 
to avoid any trouble which might 
arise from some old-timer’s refus- 
ing to fire at a comrade. Yes, I 
know the regulations say the fir- 
ing squads should be from a differ- 
ent regiment or at least from one 
of the other battalions. But orders 
are orders, and these come from 
Division. They know what they’re 
doing, and if they don’t it isn’t our 
worry.
